The child. Pearl Boyles, is an or- 


phan. and is claimed to have lived 
with her uncle and grandfather since 
June of lastjrear.

Czar's Response "to the Address In Re- 


ply to the Speech From the Throne 
in the Hands of thei Premier—Ques- 
tion of Amnesty and Other Matters 
Discussed. 


St. Petersburg, May 26.—The mem 


hers of the peasant-workmen group o; 
extremists in, parliament, who now 
number 112, have decided that if par 
liament adopts a vote of lack of con 
fldence in the ministry and the govern 
ment declines to appoint a cabinet 
then from the .majority they will re 
sign to force a conflict. It is posi 
tively stated that the leader pf the 
Constitutional Democrats are not hold 
ing any secret negotiations with the 
government and the prospect of theif 
being able" to immediately put through 
an agrarian measure .is receding. M. 
Naboukoff, a leader of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats, estimates that a 
month must elapse before the* final 
bill is prepared and the interim will 
be occupied in the discussion and pas- 
sage of the personal liberty bill.- 


Premier Goremykin will read be- 


fore the lower house of parliament the 
government's response to the address 
in reply to the speech froni the throne 
and announce the government's policy. 
The purpose of Mr. Goremykin's trip 
to Peterhof was to read to Emperor 
Nicholas the final draft of the cabinet's 
declaration of policy, and" was not con- 
nected in any wise with the rumored 
shift In the ministry, which; however, 
is possible at no distant day. - The em 
peror, at the last* moment, ^advised' a 
few changes in the declaration. These 
caused a hurried meeting of the cabi- 
net, at which alterations were drafted 
and inserted. 


In 'delivering the declaration, Pre- 


mier Goremjkin, who is not especially 
gifted as a speaker, will adhere strict- 
ly to the formal text, printed copies of 
which will be distributed -to the mem- 
bers of the house. The Conservative- 
Liberal newspaper, Strata (Country), 
which claims to have inside'informa- 
tion, says that the declaration, will 
-take up and'answer point by point «the 
house address, the response to the de- 
mands on the all-important agrarian 
question being a flat pronunciamento 
on -the .inviolability of private prop- 
erty and a recommendation/that Jfee 
solution be sought in improving and 
intensifying methods of agriculture 
and the migration of the surplus popu- 
lation to the sparsely settled regions 
of Siberia and Central Asia. 


The position of the government on 


the amnesty and agrarian propositions 
will not satisfy the gene**al cry. 
A 


dispatch from Moscow says that denial 
of full amnesty probably will be fol- 
lowed by a general strike. Similar 
news has been received from other in- 
dustrial centers. 


The constitutional Democratic mem- 


bers of the house are caucusing on the 
agrarian question, which evidently is 
tne most perplexing problem thus far 
encountered. A great diversity of 
opinion is manifested. Apparently it 
is realized that there will be great dif- 
ficulty in formulating a law which, 
however it-may be drafted, is bound 
to be subject to attack from the party 
of the right and left.

Railway Rate Bill, After a Squabble In 


the House, Is Sent to Conference

"Washington, May 20.—In the hous 


of representatives a question of ver 
acity was raised between Mr. Coope 
of Wisconsin and

senate passed agricultural ap 


propriation bill, carrjing $7,800,000 anc 
without a word of debate of an objec 
tion from any source added to it a 
an amendment, the bill providing for 
inspection of fresh meats intended foi 
domestic consumption. The provision 
is along the genei-pl lines of the laws 
for the inspection of meats intended to 
be shipped abroad and the work is 
delegated to the bureau of animal in- 
dustry. 
It requires that acceptable 


meats shall be labeled and authorizes 
the destruction 
of 
condemned pro- 


ducts. It also authorizes inspection of 
all animals before they eitcr the pack- 
ing houses and requires that those 
establishments shall be maintained in 
a sanitary condition, gives the inspec- 
tors access to all departments of them 
and forbids interstate com'merce in 
fresh meats which are not marked 
by the inspection. The expense of the 
inspection is to be borne by the own- 
ers and a fine of $10,000 and imprison- 
ment for two years are fixed as penal 
ties for violations.

authorizing the government of the 
Philippine island to change the weight 
and fineness of the silver in the Phil- 
ippine peso to correspond with the 
rise in the price of silver. Other bills 
passed weie: Opening for settlement 
505,000 acres of land in Kiowa, Co 
manche and Apache reservations in 
Oklahoma; authorizing the construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Talla- 
hatchie river in Tallahatchie county, 
Miss.

against the men by J. A. Kraver, one 
jof the secret .service men. employed 
on the case" The' parties 
were ar- 


• ralened before Mayor McCleery 
in 


police court Saturday morning and 
pleaded ''not guilty." They 
were 


placed -under bond of $500 each and 
taken to the county jail. The hear- 
ing of the uncle, Albert Kimble, will 


vtake place Tuesday moining, while 


that of the grandfather was set fcl- 
Thursday afternoon. 


The child. Pearl Boyles, is an or- 


phan, and_is claimed to have lived 
with her uncle and grandfather since 
June of last jrear. A short time ago

Dayton

Czar's Response "to the Address In Re- 


ply to the Speech From the Throne 
In the Hands of thei Premier—Ques- 
tion of Amnesty and Other Matters 
Discussed. 


St. Petersburg, May 26.—The mem 


bers of the peasant-workmen group o 
extremists in( parliament, who now 
number 112, have decided that" if par 
liament adopts a vote of lack of con 
fidence in the ministry and the govern 
ment declines to appoint a cabine 
then from the .majority they will re 
sign to force a conflict. It is posi 
lively stated that the leader ,of the 
Constitutional Democrats are not hold 
ing any secret negotiations with the 
government and the prospect of their1 
being able to immediately put through 
an agrarian measure .is receding. M 
Naboukoff, a leader of the Constitu 
tional Democrats, estimates 
that a 


month mufet elapse before thf final 
bill is prepared and the interim will 
be occupied in the discussion and pas- 
sage of the personal liberty bill.- 


Premier Goremykin will read be- 


fore the lower house of parliament the 
government's response to the address 
in reply to the speech frojp. the throne 
and announce the government's policy. 
The purpose of Mr. Goremykin's trip 
to Peterhof. was to read to Emperor 
Nicholas the final draft of the cabinet's 
declaration of policy, and" was not con- 
nected in any wise with the rumored 
shift in the ministry, which; however, 
is possible at no distant day. The em 
peror, at the last' moment, ^advised' a 
few changes in the declaration. These 
causetd a hurried meeting of the cabi- 
net, at which alterations were drafted 
and inserted. 


In'delivering the declaration, Pre- 


mier Goremykin, who is not especially 
gifted as a speaker, will adhere strict- 
ly to the formal text, printed copies of 
which will be distributed to the mem- 
bers of the house. The Conservative- 
Liberal newspaper, Strana '(.Country), 
which claims to have inside informa- 
tion, says that the declaration will 
take up and'answer point by point «the 
house address, the response to the de- 
mands on the all-important agrarian 
question being a flat pronunciamento 
on the inviolability of private prop- 
erty and a recommendation/that ^be 
solution be sought in improving and 
intensifying methods of 
agriculture 


and the migration of the surplus popu- 
lation to the sparsely settled regions 
of Siberia and Central Asia. 


The position of the government on 


the amnesty and agrarian propositions 
will not satisfy the geneijal cry. A 
dispatch from Moscow says that denial 
of full amnesty probably will be fol- 
lowed by a general strike. Similar 
news has been received from other in- 
dustrial centers. 


The constitutional Democratic mem- 


bers of the house are caucusing on the 
agrarian question, which evidently is 
the most perplexing problem thus far 
encountered. A great diversity 
of 


opinion is manifested. Apparently it 
is realized that there will be great dif- 
ficulty in formulating a law which, 
however it-may be drafted, is bound 
to be subject to attack from the party 
of the right and left 


Henrik Ibsen, 78 years old, Norway's 


greatest poet and dramatist, died at 
his home in Christiana on AVednelsday 
afternoon. 
Although Ibsen^ literary 


activity ceased some years ago -when 
an apoplectic seizure forced him to 
refrain Irom mental effort he had con- 
tinued to be a familiar figure in the 
life of Christiania and was tiequently 
seen driving in the streets. His sud- 
den removal therefore deeply impress- 
ed the capital. King Haakon, imme- 
diately upon receipt of the news of 
Ibsen's death, transmitted to the wid- 
ow his own and Queen Maud's syrii- 
pathv ai'd condolences. Public bodies

Railway Rate Bill, After a Squabble In 


the House, Is Sent to Conference.

Washington, May 20.—In the house 


of representatives a question of ver- 
acity was raised between Mr. Cooper

turbulent during the consideration of 
the rule sending the rate bill to con- 
ference, many members fearing that 
the rule, which disagrees to tlie senate 
amendments en block might give the 
conferees an opportunity to vote out 
the express company, pipe lines and 
sleeping car amendments. 
With the 


assurarc^ x>nt the wishes of the house 
would be c .. .dered on all the amend 
ments, the rule was adopted, 25 Repufc 
licans voting with the Democrats, tak- 
ing the position that they would like 
to vote in favor of concurring in the 
senate annulments.

propriation bill, carrying $7,800,000 anc 
without a word of debate of an objec 
tion from any source added to it as 
an amendment, the bill providing for 
inspection of fresh meats intended for 
domestic consumption. The provision 
is along the general lines of the laws 
for the inspection of meats intended to 
be shipped abroad and the work is 
delegated to the bureau of animal in- 
dustry. 
It requires that acceptable 


meats shall be labeled and authorizes 
the destruction of condemned pro- 
ducts. It also authorizes inspection of 
all animals before they e^.ter the pack- 
ing houses and requires that those 
establishments shall be maintained in 
a sanitary condition, gives the inspec- 
tors access to all departments of them 
and forbids interstate commerce in 
fresh meats which are not marked 
by the inspection. The expense of the 
inspection is to be borne by the own- 
ers and a fine of ?10,000 and imprison- 
ment for two years are fixed as penal 
ties for violations.

TOWN BEAUTIFYING. 


METHOD

ORGANIZING AN IM- 


PROVEMENT SOCIETY. 


Mo»t Import*ttt< Committee Should 


Be That »a' Sanitation-Hair Both 
Men and "Women Can Help—Tbe 
Dae* Should Be Small. 


The organization of a village im- 


provement society is simple. A presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer are the 
necessary officers, and the committees 
•which are appointed may be as many 
or as few as are required, says the-Ber- 
lin (Md.) Herald. The dues should be 
small, possibly $2 a year, paid in quar- 
terly sums, and in some places a prom- 
ise of two days' -work a year also is 
added, one day being given to home 
Improvements and the other to those 
olj-a public character. 


The most Important committee, be- 


cause the one "whose work' is funda- 
mental, is that on sanitation. The 
members are to Investigate the town's 
water supply, the public sewers and 
drains and the back premises of 
houses. The refuse too often thrown 
In rubbish heaps Is to be carted away 
and destroyed, a place is to be provided 
for ash piles and one where garbage 
may be carried by a public official and 
burned. These unsightly spots should 
be far from the center of the town, and 
a thick hedge may screen such places 
from the highway. In all public places, 
such as the railroad station, the village 
corners, the park and the schoolhouse 
yards, there should be neat rubbish 
boxes placed. 


The street committee should have a 


public spirited citizen at its head, since 
the work to be done may be radical 
and provoking of criticism. The Til- 
lage roads may have to be leveled, 
drained and covered with pounded 
stone or gravel at no light expense, and 
the ditches on either side have also to 
be smoothed, - planted with grass and 
curbed. The money for all this may 
be raised by a small town tax. 


On the committee for tree planting 


men and -women work well together, 
the one to find out what sort of trees 
will grow in the climate of the place 
and procure them, the other to arrange 
how and where they should be placed. 
Of course at lea'st a double row should 
go along each roadway, but it Is far 
better If four rows can be placed in- 
stead-of two, shading both the side- 
walk and the street. In the long run. It 
will be found that the added cost la 
well spent. The trees should be of one 
variety. 


One #>f the committees which may be 


left wholly- to women is that on lawns, 
flowers, window boxes and vines. The 
work Is, of course, to see that lawns 
are well sodded, that vines are brought 
and set out over verandas, on wooden 
screens around the'Tjack yards, over 
schoolhouses and churches and also 
over an ugly town building which Is an 
eyesore to the place. They may also 
send for flower seeds and give them 
out to the school children and arrange 
for an annual "flower show, with prizes 
for these and for handsome window- 
boxes as well. Schoolteachers can do 
much on this committee by urging the 
children to compete and, assisting them 
with readings and talks on flower rais- 
ing. 


It is seldom that fences are necessary 


in a village, and the appearance of the 
place is wonderfully Improved by their 
remova* 


The committee oa the railroad station 


has usually considerable work to do, 
for too often the station buildings are 
hideous,^ unpainted or with peeling 
paint, and that ,of the ugliest brown 
color, vrtth an unshaded platform lit- 
tered with boxes and rubbish, and 
waiting rooms -which suggest the Au- 
gean stables. The best thing to dowitfi 
such a place Is to get rid of it if pos- 
sible. Sometimes a railroad will yield 
to gentle but prolonged pressure and 
erect a new station. The artistic sta- 
tions of the Boston and Albany, built 
by the great architect Richardson, be- 
gan with the Village Improvement^so- 
ciety of Aiiburndale. 


If, however, as must often be the 


case, the old station must do, at least 
some things can be done. The ap- 
proaches may be improved; a new 
roadway may be cut and sodded, bor- 
ders added; the old roadway may be 
closed, covered -with earth and sodded 
also, and shrubs and flower beds laid 
out 
The ugly whitewashed stones 


may give way to tall evergreen trees, 
which serve quite as well for guides to 
the way. The station building may be 
thoroughly cleaned in every part and 
painted; new benches may be provided; 
the stove may be polished, the walls 
calci.mined. The litter on the platform 
may be put where it belongs—in the 
freight house. The unsightly buildings, 
above all, may be bidden under a Jap- 
anese ivy or a Virginia creeper till the 
time when a'low, dark red brick or 
graystone station shall take their 
place with a covered platform and 
every convenience for comfort. 


In all these things one committee has 


a large work to do. that of the young 
[>eople on entertainments. The money 
may be raised largely by them by sales, 
lectures, musicales and dramatics. 
These constantly recurring affairs keep 
social life astir snd also keep before 
the minds of the people the work of 
the society.

CLIFF ABODES FOR MANITOU 


Famed IleJI«-» to B« Set I'p In a Col- 


orndu Canyon. 


Cliff dwelling!) in Manitou. 
Eastern capitalists from Ohio as well 


as certain Colorado Springs people are 
interested in the scheme to the extent 
of $50,000, says a Manltou (Colo.) cor- 
respondent of the Colorado Springs 
Telegraph. The money is already Ju 
sight, and all that uow holds the deal 
Is the bringing of the relics to Mun- 
ltou and the securing of an option ou 
the canyon. 


The canyon in which the exhibit will 


be placed Is situated back of the Hia- 
watha gardens. It is owned by James 
James and Is one of the most pictur- 
esque spots In the vicinity of Manitou. 


The plan of the promoters is to se-. 


cure cliff dwellings from southwestern 
Utah, near the state line, and bring 
them-to Manitou and rebuild them In 
the canyon which they are prepared to 
buy.' These relics will not be imita- 
tions. They will not be reproductions, 
but the rude and prehistoric buildings 
themselves. The towers, block houses, 
pottery relics, ladders, places of vfor- 
ship and everything that remains of a 
cliff dwellers' village will be brought 
to Manitou. They will be transported 
on freight cars stone by stone. Each 
stone will be numbered, and a corre- 
sponding diagram will be kept which 
will enable the builders to erect the 
structures just as they now stand la1 
the Utah canyon. They will not be 
restored. 
It is the idea of the pro- 


moters to have ruins, actual ruins, in 
Manitou. 


These cliff dwellings are outside of 


the Indian reservation on private prop- 
erty and are not under the control of 
the United States government. For 
this reason no difficulty will be experi- 
enced in securing the ruins. 


The canyon in which t^e ruins are 


to be placed bears a close resemblance 
to the one in Utah in which the ruins 
are located. The rock Is of the same 
kind, the walls and colorings are al- 
'most Identical and the entire canyon 
la perfectly adapted for the purpose.

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PROVISIONS OF RATE BILL AS 


PASSED 6V HOUSE 


Summary of Great Measure Over Which Senators Fought 


Last Week-Amendments Must Be Concurred in 


by House and Act Signed by President 


Before It is a Law, 


The railway rate bill as passed by the 


bouse of representatives and amended 
hi the senate is in the form of an act 
amending the interstate commerce law 
of 1887 "and all acts amendatory 
thereof." 


Its first Section amends section 1 of 


the act of 1887 by declaring all pipe 
lines except those for the transporta- 
tion of water and gas, natural and arti- 
ficial, to be common carriers and sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act. It 
also includes express and sleeping car 
companies in the term "common car- 
riers" as used in the act. All bridges, 
ferries and all the road used by any 
corporation operating a railroad, wheth- 
er owned or operated under contract, 
agreement or lease, are declared to be 
included in the term "railroad," as well 
as all switches, spurs, tracks and ter- 
minal facilities, freight depots, yards 
and grounds used by the operating cor- 
poration. 


The so called private car lines are 


brought under the commission's juris- 
diction in the following paragraph: ' 


"The term 'transportation' shall in- 


clude cars and other vehicles' and all 
instrumentalities and facilities of ship- 
ment of carriage, irrespective of own- 
ership or of any contract, express or 
implied, for tLe use thereof and all 
services in connection with the receipt, 
delivery, elevation and • transfer 
in 


transit, ventilation, refrigeration or 
icing, storage and handling of prop- 
erty transported; and it shall be the 
.duty of every carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act to provide and 
furnish such transportation upon rea- 
sonable request therefor and to estab- 
lish through routes and just and rea- 
sonable rates applicable thereto." 


"Allxharges." the act declares, "made 


for aay-serviee;rentteretT or to be ren- 
dered 'in- the transportation of passen- 
gers • or property as aforesaid, or in 
connection therewith, shall be just and 
reasonable, and every unjust and un- 
reasonable charge for such service or 
any part thereof is prohibited and de- 
clared to be unlawful." 


Restrictions on Passenger Passes. 


The first section also declares that 


"no carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act shall hereafter, directly or 
indirectly, issue or give any interstate 
free ticket, free pass or free transpor- 
tation for passengers except to its offi- 
cers, agents, employees, surgeons, phy- 
sicians, actual and bona fide attorneys 
and members of their immediate fam- 
ilies, to minisfers of religion, local and 
traveling secretaries of Young Men's 
Christian associations, inmates of hos- 
pitals and charitable and eleemosynary 
institutions, to indigent, destitute and 
homeless persons and to such persons 
when transported by charitable soci- 
eties or hospitals and the necessary 
agents employed in such transporta- 
tion, to inmates of the national homes 
or state homes for disabled volunteer 
soldiers and of soldiers and sailors' 
homes', including: those about to enter 


• and those returning home after dis- 
charge, under arrangements with the 
boards of managers, and female nurses 
that served during the civil -war, to ex- 
Union soldiers and sailors and ex-Con- 
federate soldiers and to owners and 
caretakers of live stock when travel- 
ing with such stock or when going to 
point of shipment or returning from 
point of delivery, provided that this 
provision shall not be construed to pro- 
hibit the interchange of passes for the 
•officers, agents and employees of car- 
riers and members of their immediate 
families or to probibit any carrier from 
carrying passengers free with the ob- 
ject of providing' relief in cases of gen- 
eral epidemic, pestilence or other ca- 
Jamitous visitations or prevent such 
carrier from giving free or reduced 
transportation to lalwrers transported 
to any place for the purpose of sup- 
plying any demand for lalxjr at such 
place. Any carrier violating this pro- 
vision shall 1>e deemed iruilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall for each offense j 
pay to th£ United States a penalty of i 
not less tliar: $]<*fi or more than $2.oonj. ] 
and any person other i'inn the persons i 
excepted in this provision who u<t-s or 1 
who-solicits or accepts for himself or j 
other person any such interstate free 
ticket, free pn.=s or frw transportation 
shall be subject to a like penalty nnd 
fine." 


Railways Must Not Deal In Coal. 
The flr<t soctir>n further dopl.iros that 


"from nnd after May 3. 3!«f«s, it shall 
lie unlawful for njiy r-ommon carrier 
to transport frr-m miy state, territory. 
or district of the rnilod States to any 


state, territory, or district of tlic 


Lite;; or ir> any forei:: 


fliiv article or '•oni-'iodJty. other 


' fnr<-<i. 


conduct of its business as a common 
carrier." 


The act also provides that "any cpm- 


anon carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act shall promptly, upou appli- 
cation of any shipper tendering inter- 
Btate traffic for transportation, con- 
struct, maintain, and operate upon rea- 
sonable terms a switch connection with 
any private side track which may be 
constructed to connect with'its rail- 
road, where such connection is reason- 
ably practicable jind can be put in with 
safety and will "furnish sufficient busi- 
ness to justify the construction and 
maintenance of the same; and shall 
furnish cars for the movement of such 
traffic to the best of its ability without 
discrimination in favor of or against 
any such shipper." 


Section 2 provides first that every 


common carrier subject to the provi- 
sions of the act of 1887 as above 
amended shall file with the interstate 
commerce commission and- print and 
keep open to public inspection sched- 
ules showing all rates, passenger, 
freight or pipe line, between different 
points on'its own system and between 
its own points and those of other cor- 
porations. 


Freight 
shipped through 
foreign 


countries from one point in the United 
States to another is included in this 
provision. Thirty days' notice to the 
commission and to the public must be 
given before any changes in published 
rates may take effect. 


Rebates Prohibited. 


Rebates are declared unlawful in the 


following paragraph: 


"No carrier shall, unless otherwise 


provided by this act,' engage or partic- 
ipate -in the -transportation- of passen- 
gers or property, as defined in the 
first "section—of*-tiris aet,-~aptesB--rhcr 
rates, fares and charges upon which 
the same are transported by said car- 
rier have been filed and published in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
section, nor shall any carrier charge or 
demand or collect or receive a greater 
or less or different compensation for 
such transportation of passengers or 
property or for any service in con- 
nection therewith between the points 
named in such tariffs than the. rates, 
fares and charges which are specified 
in the tariff filed and in effect at the 
time, nor shall any carrier refund or 
remit in any manner or by any device 
any portion of the rates, fares and 
charges so specified nor extend to any 
shipper or person any privileges or fa- 
cilities in the transportation of passen- 
gers or property except such as are 
specified in such tariffs." 


Prison For Rebaters. 


The willful failure upon the part of a 


common carrier to file and publish 
rates as required by the law is made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
not less than $1,000 nor more than $20,- 
000 for each offense. Corporations giv- 
ing, taking, soliciting or offering re- 
bates are made subject to the same 
penalty. 
In addition it is provided 


that any officer or director of a cor- 
poration convicted of giving, taking, 
offering or soliciting rebates shall, in]

Sec 2 The Board of Public Service of 


s-M city shall issue to each applicant, on 
demand*a license whereby the dog owned 
or Kept by the applicant shall he li- 
censed to lun at large. Said Board of 
Public Service shall furnish to each ap- 
plicant a check of brass, copper orotheif 
metal, marked and numbered with the 
number of the license and the year in 
which the same was issued. 
They,shall 


also cause a register to be kept, of the 
name of the applicant and ««e number 
of the license check. The said «oard of 
Public Service shall receive and collect 
from the applicant of each license and 
check so issued the sum of one dollar 
and twenty-five cents.

The figure 9 has curious properties.

prescribe what will be the just and 
reasonable rate or rates, charge or 
charges, to be thereafter observed in 
such case as the maximum to be charg- 
ed; and what regulation or practice iu 
respect to such transportation is just, 
fair, and reasonable to be thereafter 
followed; and to make an order that 
the carrier shall cease and desist from 
such violation, to the extent to which 
the commission find the same to exist, 
and shall not thereafter publish, de- 
mand, or collect any rate or-charge for 
such transportation in excess of the 
maximum rate or charge so prescribed, 
and shall conform to the regalation or 
practice so prescribed." 


Rates Take Effect tn Thirty Days,. 
All orders of the commission, except 


proceedings unless they accrue upon 
his appeal. If the petitioner shall final- 
ly prevail he shall be allowed a reason- 
able attorney's fee, to be taxed and 
collected as a part of the costs of the 
suit. All complaints for the recovery 
of damages shall be filed with the com- 
mission within tno years from the 
time the cause of action accrues and 
not after, and a petition for the en- 
forcement of an order for the payment 
of money shall be fried in the circuit 
court within a year from the date of 
the order and not after, provided that 
accrued claims may be presented with- 
in a year. 


The Court Review Section. 


The court revie'tv section, "upon which 


the fight in the senate was hottest, Is 
as follows:
